Coming to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake: a red carpet celebration to 
rival any Hollywood event, for 
the premiere of The Angel Inn. 

The cast may not include 
famous names and the movie 
was definitely low-budget, but 
writer/director Kirk Schriefer 
promises to throw a great pre¬ 
miere celebration, with cham¬ 
pagne, paparazzi, live music— 
and of course the red carpet. 

His dramatic tale about the 
power of love and forgiveness, 
filmed over 16 days in 2010, is 
going to be shown on the big 
screen at the Shaw Festival 
Theatre, and Schriefer is excited. 

It's his dream, he says, to see 
his first full-length movie on a 
big screen, and it may be the only 
time it's shown on one—his best 
guess, his hope, is that it might 
get picked up by a cable channel 
and be shown on TV. 

But he's okay with that. The 
movie has been made, and 
although it doesn't feature any 
big names, it looks as good as any 
million-dollar production, he

It has been in editing 
since the filming finished— 
Schriefer didn't have the 
budget to pay for editing, so 
the project was taken on by 
some talented people will¬ 
ing to donate their time 
because they believe in the 
movie, but to suit their 
schedules, thus the delay. 

The premiere at the Shaw 
is really a party for all those 
involved, to celebrate what 
they've accomplished, 
Schriefer says. 

His hope is to take the 
finished project to some 
low-key film festivals, where 
it would compete with other 
low-budget films, and where 
it would hopefully garner 


some positive attention, 
even win some awards. 

That, he says, could be 
the stepping stone to his 
second movie, which is 
already written. With some 
festival success, The Angel 
Inn might lead to notice by 
someone who would invest 
in his second project—that's 
his real hope for the future. 

Although Schriefer was 
unable to afford any big 
names for The Angel, he 
considers the cast members 
to be future stars, including 
Degrassi: The Next 

Generation’s Daniel Kelly 
who plays the lead charac¬ 
ter, Pete Miller, and new¬ 
comers Carla Albi, who 
plays Pete's love interest, 
Janet Sloan, and Matthew 
Gonzales who rounds out 
the cast as Stan Winston— 
the three young adults who 
inherit the Angel and try to 
put their past behind them. 

The movie also features 
"eclectic regulars" at the 


Angel Inn, most of them 
familiar faces in NOTL, and 
a disappearing and re-ap- 
pearing prosthetic leg. 

Making his movie debut 
in the film is Reverend Bob 
Wright, who allowed St. 
Mark's Church to be used as 
one of the settings, and who 
ended up playing a part he 
is quite familiar with in real 
life. 

Many businesses and 
individuals contributed to 
the making of the movie by 
either providing a location 
to shoot at, scenery, props, 
acting as extras or in die 
case of three local restau¬ 
rants, providing meals for 
the cast and crew, says 
Schriefer. 

The production really 
turned into a labour of love 
not only for him, but for the 
community, he said—those 
are the people he hopes will 
come out and have fun with 
the premiere, and enjoy the 
results of their labour on the 


big screen.

Schriefer, who with his 
wife Ruth Anne is likely 
better known for their Pie 
Plate Bakery in Virgil, has a 
master’s degree in film and 
TV production from Central 
Missouri State University. 

Tickets are now on sale 
for the event, which takes 
place at The Shaw Festival 
Theatre Thursday, Jan. 31. 
The red carpet rolls out at 7 
p.m. with the movie to 
begin at 8 p.m. and a cele¬ 
bration party featuring live 
music to follow.

Not too late to protect against flu

Leslie Hoadley arrived at 
the Virgil location of 
Simpson's Pharmasave 
Friday with her two young¬ 
sters in tow, both of them 
smiling and excited to be 
rolling up their sleeves for a 
flu shot. 

How did she accomplish 
that? 

It was pretty simple. The 
family is headed for Disney 
World this winter, and she 
doesn't want to be travelling 
with sick kids, so she told 
them the needle was neces¬ 
sary before leaving. Paige, 8, 
and Sawyer, 4, couldn't wait. 

Whether or not there is a 
trip in your future, getting 
that flu shot couldn't be easi-

for the vaccination. 

The regional flu clinics are 
finished, and the first wave of 
the flu appears to be on the 
downside, but it's not likely 
done for the season—there 
could be another peak. 

Regional associate medi¬ 
cal officer of health Jessica 
Hopkins likens the flu season 
to a mountain hike—we've 
reached the summit and are 
on our way down the other 
side, but there could be 
another hill to climb. 

The first peak has been of 
the influenza A strain, and if 
there is a second spike, it will 
likely be influenza B. This 
year's vaccine is effective 
against both, and a dose of 
influenza A doesn't protect 
against B, she says—so even 
if you suspect you have had 
flu this season, you're not

protected from getting it 
again, and the vaccine is still 
a good option. 

While the regional climes 
are finished, there are still 
some opportunities to be 
vaccinated at the regional 
public health office (check 
online for times), or see your 
physician or a pharmacist, 
says Hopkins. 

Simpson said he will 
administer flu shots right up 
until the end of April, when 
the season is typically fin¬ 
ished. 

As a pharmacist, he says 
it's not his job to get in the 
middle of a controversy over 
whether or not people should 
have a flu shot. It is his Job to 
make it accessible for those 
who know they want the vac- 

If asked, however, he says 
everything in his training 
tells him that the flu shot 
helps to protect against sea¬ 
sonal flu. If you still get the 
flu, it won't be as bad. And if 
you've had the vaccination 
and you are around babies 
and seniors, the most vulner¬ 
able of the population, you 
will be less likely to pass on 
the disease. 

People can have the vims 


and not be sick, but still be 
contagious to others, he says. 
And for some, especially the 
elderly and the young, the flu 


Symptoms of the strain 
that is prevalent this winter 
include a sudden high fever, 
coughing, headache, chills, a 
sore throat and fatigue. Since 
it's in the chest, it can create 
serious breathing issues and 
lead to pneumonia in the 
most vulnerable. 

The symptoms for influ¬ 
enza A and B are the same, 
says Hopkins. 

This year, the number of 
cases is on track to surpass 
last year, when there were 
139 confirmed cases, and 
already, just into the third 
week of January, there are 
116 cases confirmed. 

'We’re definitely on our 
way to seeing a higher num¬ 
ber this season," says 
Hopkins. 

Last year, the region 
administered 5,500 flu shots 
at its clinics, but this year, 
with the majority of vaccina¬ 
tions behind them, the num¬ 
ber stands at 4,200. 

Simpson said he'd prefer 
a call ahead just to make sure 
there is a pharmacist on duty.

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Councillors suggest consistent limits on rural roads

If you're living on Line 9, 
chances are you will see cars 
continue to speed past your 
home despite a request to 
council for posted limits. 

A lengthy discussion was 
held at a committee of the 
whole meeting on Monday 
night between councillors 
and residents of Line 9, and 
the outcome of their con¬ 
cerns will be a lengthy pro- 

Council is seeking consis¬ 
tency, and will review not 
only Line 9, but the other 
roads under their jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

"I think people are con¬ 
fused because there’s little 
consistency on the roads. 


Some are 50 kilometres an 
hour, some are 60, 70 or 80," 
said Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 
Because the Ontario 


an operating speed of 80 
km-h on rural roads where 
no speed limit is posted, 
there has been some confu¬ 
sion of the actual speed limit 
on Line 9, which council 
heard is 50 km-h. 

“Apparently we're all out¬ 
laws in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake,” said Eke, who admit¬ 
ted to having no idea the 
speed limit was 50 km-h on 
that road. 

Greg Junner presented 
council with the opportunity 
to ask questions regarding a 
rural road safety review and 
action plan pertaining to 
unsigned roads such as Line 



A three-day speed and 
volume count was conduct¬ 
ed on Line 9 Road between 
Concession 1 andConcession 
2 from Nov. 20 to 23. The 
count showed an average 
daily traffic volume of 561 
vehicles. Despite the resi¬ 
dents' assertions of increas¬ 
ing traffic volumes, the count 
was lower than when one 
was conducted in 2003. 

The average speed limit 
was 70 km-h on the road, 85 
per cent of vehicles were 
under the 85.3 km-h range, 
which is consistent with 
driver behaviour in rural 

Roads with an 85th per¬ 
centile speed 10 km-h above 
the posted speed limit are 
considered to have a speed¬ 
ing problem. It was deter¬ 
mined there is a speeding 
problem on Line 9. 

Using federal guidelines 
and taking into consider¬ 
ation the residents' concerns 
regarding variables such as 
bicycle, pedestrian and 
equestrian exposure, it was 
determined by the road 
safety review that an appro¬ 
priate speed limit for Line 9 
should be 70 km-h. 

Speed-related crashes at 
the intersection of Line 9 
and Concession 1 were also 
looked at and there have 


only been five reportable 
collisions at the intersection 
since 1996. Speeding was 
not cited as a factor in any of 
these cases. 

Residents from Line 9 
had a chance to respond to 
the report, as well as to 
explain why 100 per cent of 
residents (according to a 
petition) on Line 9 supporta 
posted 50km-h speed limit. 

Pamela Prunner is one of 
those residents. She says the 
road is heavily used by the 
vulnerable, such as cyclists, 
pedestrians, horseback rid¬ 
ers, kids, skateboarders and 
people with disabilities. She 
has spoken to neighbours 
who are all in favour of 
keeping the limit at 50 km-h 
an hour and posting it as 

The Niagara Regional 
Police would also like to see 
signs posted, as it’s difficult 
for them to issue any tickets 
without signs, Prunner said. 

Many people have had 
close calls on that road, she 
said, including two cyclists 
who were blown over by a 
speeding vehicle. There is 
also dangerous passing and 
“racing’l which is defined as 
someone going 50 km-h 
above the speed limit. 

Michael Nagel, also a Line 
9 resident, supported a 50

km-h posted limit. He has 
lived on the road for 20 years, 
he says, and has seen his 
share of dangerous driving 
and unsafe passing, includ¬ 
ing two close calls himself. 

He noted that aside from 
the dangers to pedestrians, 
there is also a lot of wildlife 
and dead animals on the 
side of the road are a com¬ 
mon sight along Line 9. 

He brought with him sta¬ 


tistics regarding speed. 
Increasing speed by even 
one kilometre will increase 
chances of being in a colli¬ 
sion involving injury, he 
said. 

He lobbied that a 50km-h 
limit be enforced on Line 9. 

“I can’t imagine anyone 
here putting speed over safe¬ 
ty,” he concluded.

Councillor Terry Flynn 
said he’d like to see it 
posted and remain at 50 
km-h, including some 
line painting as well as 
postings in the paper to 
inform drivers. 

Though not opposed 
to the 50 km-h speed 
limit councillor Andrea 
Kaiser doesn’t want to 
make a quick decision 
and pushed to have the 
issue looked at in further 
detail to achieve consis- 

“It’s confusing when 
one line is 50, the other 
60, and so forth. I'd like to 
see a full review of speeds. 
I’d be more comfortable 
making a decision after 
reviewing all the roads," 
she said. 

Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote took a different 


look at it, indicating that 
travelling too slow is also 
a cause for accidents. 

“If we post a speed 
that’s unreasonable peo¬ 
ple will go too fast, creat¬ 
ing unsafe passing condi¬ 
tions,” she said. 

In fact, in Ontario you 
may be issued a ticket for 
going too slow, which is 
classified as impeding 
traffic. 

Eke believes that 70 
km-h on Line 9 is a rea¬ 
sonable and comfortable 

“Fifty is just too slow. 
It will create dangerous 
passing. The public will 
do what they want to do,” 

Councillor Dennis 
Dick said he is firmly 
against the 50 km-h speed 
limit. 

"I’m looking for con¬ 
sistency. Most lines are 


the same. We’ve heard of 
drivers forcing pedestri¬ 
ans into the ditches, but 
we don't have any report¬ 
ed accidents in regards to 
speeding," he said. 

He noted that posting 
the speed limit at 50 km-h 
isn’t the solution. 

"I will not support 50.1 
might consider 70, but 
I’m looking for some con¬ 
sistency." 

In a split vote, council¬ 
lors carried a motion to 
have Line 9 posted at 70 
km-h for now, while they 
take a more in-depth look 
into the issue. 

Residents of Line 9 
won't be happy with the 
decision, councillors 
said, but the Town needs 
time to do an extensive 
review before making a 
decision on permanently 
lowering or raising the 
speed limit on Line 9.

Consistency and enforcement vital on rural roads 


Residents on Line 9, and likely on other 
rural roads, have a right to be concerned 
about speeding. 

But as was brought to the attention of 
councillors Monday, the first order of busi¬ 
ness is to sort out long-standing confusion 
about speed limits, federal guidelines ver¬ 
sus local bylaws, changes to definitions 
about about rural roads and other issues 
which have created uncertainty, even 
among police and public works employees, 
about speed limits on our rural roads. 

There could be some instances where 
the speed limit is as high as 80 km-h, accord¬ 
ing to Town bylaws, but it isn’t posted as 
such. But it seems that according to defini¬ 
tion the guidelines that should apply to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, despite the fact that 
we consider our roads rural, is that if speeds 
are not posted the limit should be 50 km-h. 

The lack of consistency is disturbing. We 
need the police to enforce speed limits on 
our rural roads, but their task is obviously 


going to be much tougher if no one, police 
or drivers, know with certainty what those 
speed limits are. 

The recent road safety review highlight¬ 
ed the inconsistency of speed limits, sug¬ 
gesting limits should be consistent and 
posted, but didn’t make recommendations 
about those limits. 

The public works department has a huge 
j ob ahead of it, one that is already underway 
as a result of the road safety study, and has 
been further confirmed by the recommen¬ 
dation of councillors Monday. There is con¬ 
fusion to sort out, signs to order (and find 
funds to pay for) to post speed limits, and 
educating to accomplish so that drivers 
have a better understanding of local speed 
limits. 

In the meantime, we can all use some 
common sense and not go crazy on our 
rural roads. After all, in die end safety is 
what matters, not getting where we need to 
go a few minutes faster.

The figures are appall¬ 
ing. Fifty years ago, 90 per 
cent of diabetes was the 
result of inheriting bad 
genes (Type 1 diabetes). 
Now 90 per cent is due to 
obesity (Type 2). 

Five percent of North 
Americans are diabetic. 


One child in five born 
today will become a dia- 

The dollars required to 
care for these patients is 
mind-boggling, eventual¬ 
ly decimating our health 
care system. So can you 
decrease the risk of 
becoming a diabetes sta¬ 
tistic? 

First, everyone must 
get “scared as hell” about 
gaining weight. 

Excess weight not only 
sets the stage for diabetes, 
it also triggers a series of 
other health problems. 
For instance, heart dis¬ 
ease is listed as the num¬ 
ber one killer. But often 
it’s sheer fat that’s killing 

Next be “scared as hell” 
about packaged foods. 
Since most of us are no 
longer down on the farm, 
packaged foods have now 
become a way of life. 

So, develop the habit of 
never buying packaged 
food without looking at 
the label. You will be sur¬ 


prised at the number of 
calories present per serv¬ 
ing. 

Until everyone starts 
thinking calories, the bat¬ 
tle of the bulge will never 
be won. Most people need 
about 1,800 calories a 

Also get “scared as hell" 
about other calories, the 
14 teaspoons of sugar 
present in a piece of cher¬ 
ry pie, eight teaspoons of 
sugar in a soft drink. 

I’m sure readers would 
conclude I needed a psy¬ 
chiatrist if I poured this 
amount of sugar into a 
glass of water. But this is 
what kids have been 
drinking for years. And 
since many morning cere¬ 
als contain 50 percent 
sugar, I tell my grandchil¬ 
dren it’s safer to eat the 

It’s naive to expect that 
the epidemic of Type 2 
diabetes will suddenly 
end. That would require 
either a famine, a major 
public health assault on 


obesity, or millions of 
people getting “scared as 
hell" I don’t see this hap¬ 
pening. 

The great tragedy is 
that too many people look 
on diabetes simply as a 
problem with an exces¬ 
sive amount of blood 
sugar. They fail to realize 
the primary cause is nar¬ 
rowed atherosclerotic 
arteries that gradually 
choke off blood supply to 
vital organs. 

The most appalling 
example of tragedy is what 
is happening to aboriginal 
patients in Manitoba. 

Because of diabetes 
and reduced blood supply 
to the legs, 90 percent of 
leg amputations a re per¬ 
formed on aboriginals. 

But looking at other 
diabetes patients in North 
America, diminished 
blood flow makes them 
25 times more prone to 
blindness and 17 times 
more likely to be attached 
to renal dialysis machines 
due to destroyed kidneys. 


Narrowed arteries in 
diabetes patients also 
carry less blood to the 
heart's muscle. This is 
why 50 per cent of diabe¬ 
tes patients die of coro¬ 
nary attack. 

Aging is also responsi¬ 
ble for narrowed athero¬ 
sclerotic arteries. 

But Dr. Sydney Bush, 
an English researcher, has 
shown that diabetes 
patients and the rest of us 
can restore normal blood 
flow by taking high con¬ 
centrations of vitamin C 
and lysine. It’s recently 
become available as a 
powder called Medi-C 
Plus and is available in 
Health Food Stores. 

Unfortunately, neither 
diabetes patients nor oth¬ 
ers are aware of this prod¬ 
uct since its proven results 
have gone unrecognized 
by doctors.

The March of Dimes 
began in the late 40s to raise 
money for people suffering 
from polio. After a vaccine 
was created in 1955, the 
March of Dimes shifted its 
mandate to serve the broad¬ 
er needs of all adults and 
children with physically dis¬ 
abilities, whether a result of 
disability at birth, the polio 
virus, an accident, aging, 
stroke or other cause. 

The money raised helps 
with costs associated with 
disabilities. The March of 
Dimes mission is to maxi¬ 
mize the independence, 
personal empowerment and 
community participation of 
people with disabilities. 


There is some govern¬ 
ment funding available for 
people with disabilities, but 
it's often not enough to 
ensure they’re getting the 
equipment they need, such 
as canes and wheelchairs.

weather could mean just a 
little bit less of the precious 
liquid gold. 

Winemakers are antici¬ 
pating a cold spell next 
week that will allow them to 
pick the grapes still on the 
vines, destined for this 
year's icewine. 

While some of the 
Jordan-area growers have 
picked their frozen grapes, 
the temperature has not 
plummeted enough to suit 
most local winemakers, 
who prefer to wait for a 
night of -10 degrees 
Celsius. 

That could come early 
next week, and while the 
wait might mean a little less 
icewine, it will still be a 
quality icewine, says Klaus 
Rief of Rief Winery. 

He's seen much longer 
waits—he recalls the winter 
of 1998, when it was the end 


of March before the nights 
were cold enough to pick 
grapes for icewine. 

"We made not as much 
icewine that year, but it was 
still great quality," he says. 

About 80 per cent of 
Niagara icewine is made 
from Vidal grapes, which 
have a tough skin that makes 
them less susceptible to 
damage from either high or 
low temperatures, says Reif. 

Riesling and Cabernet 
Sauvignon grapes may have 
dehydrated a little more 
from the warm spell, and 
the longer they're on the 
vines the more grapes are 
lost to birds and wind, but it 
will still be a good crop, he 

"I don't worry about it. It 
will always get cold enough 
eventually, and we will 
always make quality icewi¬ 
ne. The only difference will 


be how much we make." 

This year, Reif has a 
record 18 acres netted and 
ready to pick once the 
weather co-operates. The 
demand for the product, he 
says, is increasing. 

"If you make quality ice¬ 
wine, the demand will 
always be there. We have 
icewine left in our retail 
store, but not to export— 
we're sold out. We could 
have shipped another 2,000 
cases if we'd had more." 

Bruce Nicholson, wine¬ 
maker for Inniskillin, agrees 
that the demand is on the 
up-swing, and is looking 
forward to the expected 
temperature drop early next 

He checks the weather 
forecast every morning—in 
fact, several times a day— 
and then checks the grapes 
to see how they're doing. 


The Vidal, he said, are hold¬ 
ing up and will be fine. 

"When the time comes, 
we'll be prepared. But we 
have to be patient." 

He admits that although 
there is absolutely nothing 
he can do about the weath¬ 
er, he's a worrier. 

There was one day earli¬ 
er this month when it looked 
like it might get cold enough 
to pick, so he slept with the 
phone beside his bed, but it 
didn't happen—although 
some growers will pick at -8 
degrees Celsius, he too pre¬ 
fers to wait for -10 degrees. 

While it's not unusually 
late, "it is for people like 
myself who worry," he says. 

"Really, it's in the ball¬ 
park. There have been years 
when we've picked New 
Year's Day and others when 
it's been much later. But I'll 
be pleased to see them off."

“We’re both successful 
companies and we’re 
operating in a growing 
region in Niagara," 
explained Niagara Classic 
president David Mole.

history in 2014.

tage, and our bicentennial 


commemorations. We'd 
love to hear from anyone 
who has anything to con¬ 
tribute," said Murdoch. 

"The village has an 
important history, but it's 
been hidden in the shad¬ 
ow of Brock."
